Or that 
all Churches have reason to expect more attendance; and that sociologically 
speaking, the future looks brighter for the Democratic party and the Roman Catholic 
Church?

Dr. Albright is one of those rare persons who seem to be specialists in almost 
everything. When Who's Who describes him as an Orientalist, it is only to indicate the 
area that has commanded his most concentrated attention. As Director of the American 
School of Oriental Research from 1920-29, and again from 1933-36, he had a major part in 
the monumental archaeological discoveries of the period. In 1937 he became Spence Professor 
of Semitic languages at Johns Hopkins, and within the same period was appointed Research 
Professor at the Jewish Theological Seminary. A list of his writings runs to 22 galleys of 
type. Now while he is in his seventies, ten men who feel that he has influenced their own 
important careers have each contributed a chapter to this book. The wide divergence of 
‘ their respective fields is testimony to the broad sweep of Albright's interests. Through 
their essays, each worth while in itself, the reader reviews the important discoveries con- 
cerning the Old Testament revealed in four decades of archaeology, theology and criticism. 
While the book demands a solid background of its readers, and some of the chapters are 
somewhat technical, all reflect the freshness of receptivity to discoveries that are con- 
stantly new. Not a high price to pay for a book worth it on all levels. A volume that 
achieves its basic purpose of honoring a man to whom honor is due.

GOD AND CAESAR IN EAST GERMANY $4.95 


Few are aware of the terrible war of attrition the Communists are waging against 
the Church in East Germany. This is no conflict of tensions such most Christians face in 
Church and State. Here the machinery of government is turned towards harassment and with 
the goal of ultimate extinction of the religious group. There are minor issues such as 
paper shortages and lack of building supplies; far more serious are the challenges of 
secular "cult" practices, conditions created under which believers cannot be teachers, or 
leaders of labor groups, or holders of any kind of government post. Still more threatening 
are the petty laws and edicts designed to extinguish the right to teach or even practice 
one's faith. In a well-documented volume, Dr. Solbert traces the 15-year deterioration of 6 
a relationship which began after World War II, with cautious neutrality on the side of both 
Church and State in East Germany, and the final emergence of that pseudo-nation as a full 
Communist satellite, with the present sharp, open and undisguised hostility which claims 
the soul of every citizen.

COMMENTARY ON GALATIANS 


One of the Swedish Expository series, which has already produced Anders Nygren's 
Commentary on Romans, this book by another professor of the University of Lund adds a sig- 
nificant contribution to the growing library of Pauline theology. It sets forth clearly 
Paul's thinking in the complex areas of freedom, law and faith which have as much relevance 
to the lives of men today as in Paul's day. Dr. Bring, as he expounds the epistle, shows 
that it falls into two major parts, the first dealing with the Christian religion and the 
second with Christian ethics. The relation of the Law and the Gospel is studied, showing 
how the Christian who is free from the bonds of slavery to the law is freed todo the works 
of righteousness. The author writes clearly, and avoids too much concern with the technical 
problems of literary and historical exegesis, none of which seriously affects the heart of 
the Pauline message. This exposition does, however, proceed by chapter and verse in the 
Galatian order, and adult Bible students will find this new commentary a most stimulating 
and helpful companion in their studies.(Publ.

LOOK UP AND HOPE $5.00 
The Biography of Maud Ballington Booth 


Great persons often get lost in the confusion of great controversies. Maud 
Ballington Booth was one such. Her biography, written so sympathetically by Susan 
Welty, is a must for anyone who wants to make head or tail out of the schism between 
the Volunteers of America and the Salvation Army. It was her husband, Ballington 
Booth, who was chiefly responsible for the first success and solid founding of the 
Salvation Army in the United States, and it was also her husband who, having been 
ejected from the Salvation Army, founded the Volunteers, a strictly American organi- 
zation which has given the parent ‘troup some very healthy competition in their 
common work of redeeming lost souls in the name of Christ. Maud Ballington Booth, 
an Anglican clergyman's daughter, would have had enough to do just keeping up to her 
husband, but she had a most important additional ministry of her own. Stung to an | 
awareness of dreadful prison conditions, she founded the Volunteer Prison League, and 
spent a great deal of her time in the ministry to those imprisoned, to those respon- 
sible for them, and to those lawmakers and budget operators who had created a shambles 
in American penology. This book is worth anyone's time as a good story, but it really 
should be read by those who care about the ministry to the lost, those who would hope 
for a redemptive policy in penology and those who have curiosity enough to want the 
record straight when they see two American organizations operating competitively to 
redeem lost men and women.

Claire Cox writes a column on religion for the United Press, and has some 
years of background in doing it.

Reflections on The Book Of Common Prayer 


Although death closed his long service to The School of Theology at the 
University of the South, Sewanee, Tennessee, back in 1957, this posthumous volume 
of Dr. Jones' is no unfinished symphony, but rather is a very finished series of 
lectures on the Book of Common Prayer, first delivered in 1949 on the 400th Anni- 
versary of the Prayer Book, and polished by him at the behest of colleagues in pre- 
paration for publication over the next eight years. The practically finished 
manuscript was part of his legacy to the world, and now a student, the Rev. Austin 
Ford,and a colleague, Dean George Alexander, have joined forces to give that manuscript 
the final polish it needed before the printer took over. The result greatly enriches 
our Prayer Book literature. Dr. Jones wrote with the layman in mind, and quite 
naturally, for he believed that the Prayer Book was for laymen anyway. He has tried 
to make the rationale of the Prayer Book intelligible to anyone with a high school 
training, but he does it so well that few clergy will finish the book without having 
some seminary confusions straightened out, and above all, without making some de- 
lightful new finds in knowledge. Because the book began with the spoken word, it 
has a vibrance and a quality of immediacy which were very much part of the Sewanee 
Professor of Liturgies.

TALL IN HIS PRESENCE $3.00 
That God wants all Christians to be tithers is the well-argued thesis of the ‘@ 


Rev. George M. Ray, Canon of Trinity Cathedral, Phoenix, Arizona. By tithing he does 
not mean a modern tithe, which would include one's gifts to sundry charities as well as 
the church in a total ten per-cent giving, but rather the first ten percent of one's 
income, be it large or small. The work of God's Church needs nothing less, and God re- 
quires it. It's either tithing, or tipping, he says, when it comes to stewardship, and 
@& man can stand tall before God only when his tithe is offered freely and ungrudgingly, 
since it comes from a life entirely devoted to God. This is a most timely and needed 
manual of Christian stewardship. It explores the Biblical background and precedent in 
depth, and gives all the information a finance chairman or spiritual leader of a church 
needs to present the motivation to be instilled in the hearts of church members before 
they can be expected to step up to tithing. Though addressed especially to the leaders 
and members of Episcopal congregations, the basic material to be found here reaches far 
wider than the limits of any single denomination.

Kroner, Richard Westminster Press 
SPECULATION AND REVELATION IN MODERN PHILOSOPHY $6.50 


For forty years Dr. Kroner has made basic contributions to philosophical liter- 
ature, in the course of which he has moved from his native German to a facile English, 
and has taken a foremost position in American scholarship. With the maturity of a life- 
time spent in teaching, study and writing, he began a massive survey several years ago 
which he entitled Speculation and Revelation in the History of Philosophy. Three volumes 
were necessary for this definitive study, and the title now in hand is the third of the 
trilogy. By analysis, comparison and interpretation, Dr. Kroner brings before us those ( 
philosophers who, following the Renaissance and the Reformation, first established the @ 
idea of autonomy and then wondered what to do with the problems thus created. When specu- 
lation and revelation went their separate ways, there was danger that speculation would 
lack compulsive ends, revelation would be deficient in rationale and both disciplines be 
lost in epistemological chaos. After several centuries would come a synthesis under Hegel, 
and then a period of floundering as successive critics demonstrated the inadequacy of the 
Hegelian formula. This is no book for beginners, but a must book for anyone who takes 
philosophy seriously. It will be standard to libraries. Better informed preachers will 
find it most helpful. Even at the college level it can be used by students wishing a 
solid and lucid survey of philosophy. The three volumes together provide us with a defi- 
nitive work in this field. Fortunately, their style makes them likely to be read. (6/12) 


Pauck, Wilhelme- Fd. Westminster Press 
LUTHER: LECTURES ON ROMANS $6.50 
(Vol. XV; The Library of Christian Classics ) 


Students of Martin Luther will be grateful for the new edition and translation of 
his class-room lectures on Romans at the University of Wittenberg. For a long time this 
material was known only through several copies of his student notes which were extant, and 
then a copy of the lectures was found in the Vatican Library, of all places. Finally in 
1905, it became known that the original was in the Royal Library in Berlin, from which Prof. 
Johannes Ficke was able to publish a provisional version of the lectures in 1908, his defi- 
nitive edition to appear only in 1939. Dr. Pauck, with considerable editing and expounding 
of his own, now makes this series of lectures available to English speaking students.

GENESIS: A Commentary $7.50 


A study of the first book of the Bible, addressed to non-theologians in 
terms comprehensible for college level and beyond. The better your own background, 
the more rewarding it will be. In an absorbing Introduction, Von Rad discusses the 
recent archeological discoveries and the changed emphasis on Old Testament theology 
that has resulted. The discussion of the Hexateuch problem is most illuminating, 
and the commentary is an endless source of delight. Not only does this further ones 
personal understanding of Genesis, but for many it will provide stimulating suggest- 
ions for homilectic treatment. Von Rad goes behind the particular eras of the 
several narratives entertwined in Genesis to seek out those situations which produced 
them. He sees the work of various authors as summarizing and cumulative as well as 
interpretive. The result is a book of wide appeal which makes a substantial contri- 
bution to faith and understanding.

THE APOSTLES' CREED INTERPRETED IN WORDS AND PICTURES 


This book is translated from the Dutch by Henriette R. Breeboort, and she 
has done well to capture the devotional fervor of the original, remaining faithful to 
the purpose of the authors, "to stir love again for these words of the creed and for 
the beauty of those artistic expressions which proclaim Him who surpasses us all in 
grace and who is Truth itself." Basically the chapters are meditations on the suc- 
cessive articles of the creed, bearing in mind that the creed from the beginning is 
the "common denominator" of Christendom which unites the church of the past with the 
church of today. As the authors explain the meaning of the creed for today, the 
reader is caught up in renewed challenge to re-commit himself completely to the 
eternal Christ,whom iow he sees more clearly. In fact, the Dutch title of the book 
is "As seeing Him who is invisible". The pictures which comprise the second part of 
the book are by Michelangelo (from the Sistine Chapel), Rembrandt, Tintoretto, 
Velazquez, and many others not so well known, chosen because they illustrate visually 
the articles of the creed dealt with verbally in Part I, and sustain the devotional 
record of the whole book.

WORLD CATHOLICISM TODAY $3.25 


A panoramic view of the Catholic Church in the past 100 years compressed into a 
small area aptly describes the achievement of Dr. Joseph Folliet in World Catholicism 
Today. A world traveler, teacher, sociologist and director of the social institute of the 
Faculte's Catholiques de Lyon, Dr. Folliet, though given to occasional oratorical flourishes 
of style succeeds in giving a bookish version of a responsible journalist-like report of 
Catholicism around the globe. A historical sketch introduces the book which goes "inside" 
contemporary Catholicism on a geographical basis; proceeds to a review of factual studies 
made about the Church, evaluating their contributions; details the problems contemporary 
Catholicism faces, and offers solutions which demand of the laity particularly a distinct- 
ive spirituality directed to the times. A felicitous translation by Edmond Bonin contri- 
butes to the “reading-on-the-run" quality of the text. Its necessarily broad evaluations 
whet interest in further reading into the subject. A bibliography of some sort would have 
contributed to the book's value. Nevertheless, here is a timely discussion, with background 
supplied to give quick perspective, which should point up how the Church has woven into 
the fabric, mentality and mores of this mass urban and technological civilization in which 
it must exist.

THE LAW OF CHRIST $8.50 


Father Haring's specialty, moral theology, is enjoying a resurgence of at- 
tention, so this is an important book in introducing to the U.S. this outstanding 
theologian of our times. Beautifully and tastefully produced, this volume dealing 
with General Moral Theology is the first of three to appear in English. Father 
Haring offers a thorough study of the principles and essentiality of moral theology, 
rich in new ideas and attuned to today's needs. He defines moral theology as "the 
imitation of Christ" and envisions it as the basis for a conscious dialogue in which 
Christ speaks first to man. The author outlines the perfect ideal of the life in and 
with Christ, and the role of the Christian virtues which make men like Christ. In 
conjunction with his treatment of the virtues, he deals thoroughly with the limits of 
the law beyond which lies the loss of the life in Christ. Throughout the text, 
examples illustrated the role Christians must fulfill, which are particularly useful 
when he expounds teaching about sin, conversion and virtue, situation ethics and ab- 
normal psychology. Full bibliographies follow each chapter. While at first glance 
this would appear to be of interest only to theologians and students, actually the 
interested layman is provided with a useful compendium on the ideals of a theology 
of the Christian message. [mprimatur.- (Publ.

SECRETS OF SUCCESSFUL RECRUITING $3.50 


Father Godfrey Poage, an outstanding and successful vocational director, 
concerns himself here with the practical methods vocational directors can employ in 
recruiting more young people for lives as priests, sisters and brothers in accordance 
with directives from the Holy See. It is a valuable contribution to a field sorely 
lacking in up to-date information on the best methodology for recruitment. Stressing 
that a basic knowledge of theology and canon law are the first essentials for re- 
cruiting, Father Poage emphasizes that applied psychology and counselling come next 
in importance. Over-all recruiting requires spiritual direction, public relations 
and advertising. Ideas on prospecting, challenging youth, brainstorming techniques, 
winning over parents and follow up campaigns give a full and comprehensive picture 
of effective recruitment through vocation clubs, diocesan vocational campaigns, 
vocation institutes and vocation weeks. Appendices list addresses of Orders who ac- 
cept the blind, deaf-mutes, handicapped and persons of advanced age as well as the 
relatively new Secular Institutes now operating in the United States. An excellent 
bibliography of pontifical documents and source material is a valuable adjunct to the 
chapter on "Pontifical Work for Religious Vocations". Vocational directors and those 
charged with increasing vocations - including such groups as the Serra Clubs - will 
profit from a careful reading of Secrets of Successful Recruiting, and a quick 
adoption of the methods it proposes.

RELIGIOUS VOCATION: An Unnecessary Mystery $4.00 


This book provides a distinct service to vocational directors, priests, 
religious and parents who have felt the need for a book which would help them clarify 
what a vocation really is for those entrusted to their guidance. Citing the plethora 
of cliches long associated with a vocation, Father Butler claims that those dependent 
on them have abandoned sound theology for a rhetoric of sentiment which has made an 
unnecessary mystery of religious vocations. He quickly debunks the theory, prevalent 
today, that a young person should subject himself to deep self-analysis and prolonged 
deliberation over a resolve to enter religious life. Father Butler points out the 
necessary qualifications for a vocation to religious life- as completely distinct 
. from sacerdotal vocation to the priesthood - and sets for the impediments to such a 

life and the moral suitability necessary for it. In a valuable chapter on "The Lost 
Vocation", the author examines critically some of the most popular best selling exposes 
by writers who have abandoned vocations such as: I Leap Over the Wall, The Nun’s Story 
and [ Was a Monk.

But serious 

students of exegesis, dogmatic or biblical theology and spirituality will discover in 

Father Danielou's book a summary of what should be known in all these fields in order to 

see the fullness of Christ. Imprimatur, (5/24. LC:61-7294) 


Eliade, Mircea Sheed & Ward 
IMAGES AND SYMBOLS: Studies in Religious Symbolism $3.50 


This erudite approach to religious symbolism is the work of one of today's fore- 
most students of comparative religion. Mircea Eliade, a professor of the history of reli- 
gions at the University of Chicago, is the author of Birth and Rebirth, Patterns in 
Comparative Religion, and Myth of the Eternal Return. In his foreword the author states 
that it is primarily with the psychologists and literary critics in mind that he has pu- 
blished his book, believing as he does that the study of symbolism concerns, at least in- 
directly, the knowledge of man himself. Images, symbols and myths are not irresponsible 
creations of the psyche; they respond to a need and fulfill a function, that of bringing — 
to light the most hidden modalities of being. Dividing his subject matter into five @ 
chapters the author begins by exploring the symbolism of the "Centre", and indicates the 
relations between psychology and the history of religions. The second chapter analyzes 
the symbolism of Time and the "going out of time" in ancient India. The symbolism of 
Knots upon two complementary planes and the study of associated symbols, is discussed in 
chapters three and four, while the final chapter offers a resume of the findings of all 
these inquiries from different standpoints. Scholars and students should hail this book 
as a unique contribution which brings new light to bear upon symbolic thinking which is 
consubstantial with human existence.

Hope, Wingfield Sheed & Ward 
EACH HIS OWN TYRANT $3.50 


Wingfield Hope is an Inglish author who won acclaim for her previous books-1: fe 
Together and Other People. Now in her new book she explores the subject of immature 
adults whose lives are tyrannized by a quality of "childishness" locked within them which 
influences their behaviour and personality. E.B. Strauss, an eminent expert in the field 
of psychological medicine, explains in his introduction that the book is not- nor is it 
intended to be- a learned treatise on character neuroses. Obviously, the fictional "case 
histories" used here lessen the value of the book for readers seriously interested in 
actual cases and their solutions. There is Alice, whose early years were marked by maternal 
neglect, and Hugh who suffered from maternal over-protection. MBmotional storms engendered 
by these childhood experiences turn Alice into an over-aggressive, suspicious, thoroughly 
unlikable woman, entirely too self-céntered to remain in the Convent she entered as a 
postulant. Hugh, on the other hand, undermines an otherwise happy marriage to a girl he 
truly loves. How each discovers - without resorting to the psychiatrist's couch- the deep- 
seated reason for their difficulties and resolve them, makes a fairly intriguing story. 
The author has herself been dedicated to helping others and is able to throw light on the 
“tyrant child" theory to enable parents and educators to come to awareness of this problem 
and its possible evolvement.
